But to the statement of the News, re- 
published by yoa, as to the enormous 
profits of the lessees, I have to reply 
that I did not state that the lessees had 
made $600,000 the past year. 1 did not 
state that the gross income of the road 
was $1,4€0,000, or that the total expenses 
of the road were only $800,000 the last 
year. Neithcrof these statements was 
made by me, as reported in the News, 
and neither is true. 

The gross earnings, as stated by me, 
were $1,344,932.76, and the gross expen- 
ditures $310,284.99. To this udd the 
$300,000 rental paid the State, and our 
total expenses were $1,110,284.90—leav- 
ing 9 difference of $234,647.86. Of this 
sum $92,000 was paid on the coupons ol 
the income bonds, and the balance was 
applied to the payment of the indebted- 
ness of the company, which was in 
curred for equipment and construction 


durng the first three years of the 
lease, and after the applications 
of the whole amount which is al 


leged to be profits, the company was 
still indebted in a sum of over $130,000.

If we had paid our 

debts for borrowed money before we 

paid the amount of coupens above men- 

tioned, not a dollar would have been re- 

ceived by any lessee the foarth year of 
lease, and our debt at the beginning of 

the fifth year would have been about

Fourteen Negroes on a Rampage. 


[Monroe Advertiger. | 
On Sunday last a large party of ne- 
groes from Forsyth went to Barnesgille 
to attend some religious meeting. Extra 
ears were furnished for their accommo 
dation, but this did not satisfy some of 
the “‘hifalutin niggers,” who desired to 
ride in the coach set apart for the white 
people. Fourteen of the negroes took 
seats in this car on their return, and 
occupied them until they reached For- 
syth. Conductor McLendon endeavored 
to pursuade them to goto their own 
cars, and thinks they would have done 
so had it not been fur the interference 
of one of the number who told them to 
keep their seats, that they were entitled 
to dv so. We presume that the conduc- 
tors of the road are instructed not to use 
force to put negroes out, and consequent- 
ly they were ullowed to ride the whole 
distance in the first-class car. 
We have learned the names of the four- 
teen who put on these airs, and we call 
upon our citizens to refuse longer to give 
them employment. If they insist on 
having some imagined rights, to the in- 
convenience and discomfort of white 
people, they should be dismissed from 
service and allowed to shift for them- 
selves, The civil rights biil has been de- 
cided by every judge, before whom a 
case Las beca heard, to be unconstitu- 
tiondy, and the negroes real.y have no 
such rights as they fancy they possegs. 
We had hoped that the negroes of For- 
syth would have had the good sense to 
recognize their dependence upon the 
white people and conduct themselves 
properly. But they have acted in a 
shameful manner, and if we cannot con- 
trol them in any other way they should 
be starved out.

Ard we can well un- 
eevee with what a chiyalrous and 
nightly beauty it must be inyested ia 
the eyes.of those who sy with 
the hopeless cause. for which he t- 
ly sacrificed himself. * * * *. 
In spile of them the book has ggea 
merits, and will be read, not inde a 
contribution to history, but as an admir- 
ing tribute toa marked character in our 
annals by one who knew him only at his 
best. It will offset much partial criti- 
sism that may have been written on the 
other side, and in that way contribute to 
the true estimate which will finally be 
placed ypon its fiero.
